A visit by this reporter to 
the Philipplines last February， 


Shortly before President 
FEerdinand Marcos fled the 
country，revealed that many 


Chinese Filipinos feel anxious 
about their future.、 There are 
about half a million ethnic 
Chinese in this nation of 5S5 
million. 

Olivia Co，an office worker 
in her 20'Ss who has spent her 
entire life in the Philippines， 
told why She and most of 
her Chinese friends voted for 
JIMarcos. 

"He has treated the Chinese 
well,"” She Said. "Before 
Marcos，if you were Chinese 
by blood， you _ couldn't 
become aa Filipino citizen 
even if you were born here. 
But in 1975 Marcos _ passed a 
bill saying that those people 
who 1live here can apply for 
naturalization，jif they were 
born in 1954 or later.” 

Those born in the Philip- 
pines Since 1973$，Sshe added， 
become Filipino citizens 
automatically at birth， 
regardless of ancestry. 

Olivia and her 30-year-old 
brother Robert can read and 
write Chinese with ease，the 
result of attending Chinese 
schools in the Philippines up 
until  _ their _ high school 
graduation. While Olivia 1s 
now aa naturalized Philippine 


citizen， Robert applied for 
citizenship more than ten 
years a80 but has not yet 
received it.

AS aa non-citizen， he is 
required to pay an 
immigration tax each year.

this law against non-citizens， 
he Set up a corporation and 
Signed over 70 percent of the 
stock to his two naturalized 
Slsters. 

Despite _ her ”Philippine 
passport，Olivia asserted that

Manila Chinatown is a 
drab，crowded neighborhood 
located next to the infamous 
slum of Tondo， Manlila's 
poorest _ district. Besides the 
abundance of open-fronted 
Chinese Shops， restaurants， 
and newsstands，Chinatown 1s 
marked by horse-drawn carts， 
cobblestone streets，and pools 
of dirty water beside which 
chickens scratch in the dust， 
one _ leg anchored to prevent 
them from Strayin8g. 


HARDSHIP 


At the low-priced President 
Restaurant in the heart of 
Chinatown， 5$9-year-old N8 
Lun told of a life of hard- 
ship Since he immigrated to 
the Philippines in 1940. 
A sad-faced man looking

Every two Or three years he 
returns there to visit his wife 
and family. 

Mr. Ng said that he 1ives 
in the Philippines only

A Sharp contrast to the 
poverty of Chinatown can be 
seen at the Chinese cemetery 
in northern Manila. 人 A 
Self-contained city of the 
dead now grown almost as 
large 3S Chinatown itself，the 
Chinese cemetery has some of 
the best-paved streets in the 
nation. It was founded in 
1821 by Carlos Palanca，a 
Chinese priest and 
ambassador. During the past 
decade，the number of large， 
luxurious ， mausoleums has 
increased dramatically. 

Some parts of the cemetery 
have 1long rows of cement 
vaults，rcesembling a gigantic 
honeycomb， where Space '`is 
rented for storing the bones. 
One large area is known- as 
"Millionaire's Row,"” with 
family mausoleums costing 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Some arce equipped 
with air conditioning，to be 
used during the ten-day 
period each year Surrounding 
All Saints Day，when family 
members visit the cemetery 
and play mah-jong alongside 
the marble vaults. 

One poignant Teminder of 
the important role of Chinese 


in the Philippines is the 
Monument to the Chinese 
Anti-Japanese Heroes of 


World War II. The elaborately 
carved obelisk，more than 100 
feet high，was erected in the 
cemetery in 1979. 


An inscription on the 
monument Tecognizes the 
Philippines'” Chinese nationals 
for organizing into 8rOuUpS to 
reSist the .Japanese invaders， 
through guerilla warfare 
and underground newSpapers. 

Manila suffered greater 
destruction in World War II 
than any city except for 
Warsaw， 了 Poland. This fact 
underlines the importance Of 
these words on IE 
monument， which seem to 
encapsulate the love of many 
Chinese for their adopted 
country: 


"In February 1945， these 
batriotic youths assisted and 
fought with the US armed 
forces in the 1liberation of 
Manila， barticularly the 
pitched battle of Intramoros. 
Moreover，immediately after 
this battle，they joined the 
US armed forces in fanning 
out to the .different parts of 
Luzon for total annihilation 


of the Japanese Temnants， 
until the declaration of 
unconditional Surrcender by 时 


the _ Japanese Imperial Gov- 
ernment Of August 15，1943，

SAN FRANCISCO - Travelers 
planning to fy from SF to Hong 
上 Kong or Shanghal and back will 
fnd great differences in economy 
alrfares, depending Upon whether 
tickets are pPUrchased from airlines 
Or travel agents. Chinatown agen- 
clies offer the lowest fares, but even 
within Chinatown the prices vary. 

For example, around-trip ticket 
from SF to Hong 民 ong, departing 
from SF in mid-May，would cost 
$850 from most major airlines, but 
Chinatown agencies offer fares 
rangling from a low of $$79 to a 
high of $650 (see table). 

Simllarly, a SF-Shanghai round- 
trip ticket in mid-May ranges from 
$1124 (United) to $1167 (North- 
west Orlent). In Chinatown，Far 
East TIravel offers a low fare of 
$863. 

Because major airlines offer com- 
Inlsslons to travel agents who sell 
their tickets，these agents in turn 
provlde discounts to their cus- 
tomers. 

Often less tme is spent waiting 
on hold when callling atravel agent. 
Also, since many Chinatown agents 
have traveled to Asia，they can 
provide Practical advice concern- 
ing accommodations,， local sights， 
etc: 

The sales staff at major airlines 
cite only airfares and departure 
Schedules. Most airlines charge a 
13-20 percent cancellation fee.
